To the Inhabitants of the Town of Monroe in the Coun- 
ty of Grafton in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Monroe Town 
Hall in said Monroe on Tuesday, the 14th day of 
March, next at 10:00 of the clock in the forenoon, to 
act upon the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year and 
make appropriations of the same. 


3. To see if the voters will authorize the Selectmen 
and Town Treasurer to borrow a sum or sums not to 
exceed $175,000.00 in anticipation of the collection of 
taxes for the current municipal year, and to issue in 
the name and on the credit of the Town, negotiable 
notes therefor, said notes to be repaid during the cur- 
rent municipal year, from taxes collected within the 
current municipal year. 


4. To see how much money the Town will appro- 
priate for the purpose of keeping a physician in Town, 
for support of hospitals, and for ambulance service 
for Brightlook Hospital. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $421.00 for the purpose of uniting 
with other towns in this area in supporting the work 
and program of the White Mountain Community Serv- 
ices, Inc. 
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6. To see what action the Town will take in regard 
to installing 6 new street lights. 


7. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for Town Road Aid. 


8. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for the purpose of cleaning cemetery 
stones in the North Monroe and Monroe cemeteries. 


9. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate to the White Mountains Region As- 
sociation, for the purpose of publicizing and pro- 
moting the natural advantages and resources of the 
town together with other towns in the region. 


10. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the required amount for State Aid Construction. 


11. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for Water Construction. 


12. To see how much money the Town will raise 
and appropriate for a sewer and disposal unit, to be 
placed in a contingency fund for future use. 


13. To see what action the Town will take in 
regard to Real Estate taken over for non-payment of 
taxes. 


14. Shall the provisions of Chapter 287 of the 
revised laws relative to playing Beano be adopted in 
Town? 


15. To hear all reports of committees and officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 


16. To transact any other business that may a 
ly come before said meeting.

ARTICLE 2—Voted not to act upon Article 2 until 
after the other Articles calling for appropriations 
are acted upon. Action taken later in meeting. Voted 
to raise and appropriate the sums of money as listed 
in the Budget, as amended, $115,890.84 in total, to de- 
fray town charges for the ensuing year. 
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ARTICLE 3—Voted not to act upon Article 3 until 
after all articles calling for appropriations are acted 
upon. Cont’d.—Voted that the Selectmen and Town 
Treasurer be, and are hereby authorized to borrow a 
sum or sums not to exceed $175,000.00 in anticipation 
of the collection of taxes for the current municipal 
year, and to issue in the name and on the credit of the 
Town, negotiable notes therefor, said notes to be re- 
paid (during the current municipal year) from taxes 
collected within the current municipal year. 


ARTICLE 4—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $950.00 to purchase a new portable generator 
for the Fire Department. Included in Budget Appro- 
priation. 


ARTICLE 5—Voted to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $6,000.00 to keep a Physician in town and for 
the support of hospitals, divided as follows: 


Physician $3,500.00 
Cottage Hospital — 1,000.00 
Brightlook Hospital 800.00 
St. Johnsbury Hospital 400.00 
Littleton Hospital 300.00 


ARTICLE 6—Voted that the Town install 10 new 
street lights. 


ARTICLE 7—Voted that the Town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $281.16 to secure Town Road 
Aid. 

ARTICLE 8—Voted that the Town raise and ap- 


propriate the sum of $799.68 for the White Mountain 
Region Association. 


ARTICLE 9—Voted that the Town raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $15,000.00 for State Aid Con- 
struction.

ARTICLE 10—Motion made by Lyman G. Cook 
and duly seconded by Mrs. Elvira Choate—To raise 
and appropriate the sum of $24,000.00 to continue the 
water system from Merton Hall’s southerly to Neil 
Dunbar’s residence, including 300 feet to a hydrant 
on the Hammond Road, work to be done as much as 
possible with town equipment and town labor. Dis- 
cussion. Ballot was called for with following results.

ARTICLE 13—Voted to authorize the Selectmen 
to use their own judgment in regard to Real Estate 
taken over for non-payment of taxes.

ARTICLE 15—Voted to accept the town reports 
as printed. 


ARTICLE 16—Motion made by Loren F. Bort and 
duly seconded by Howard Bomhower, That—Begin- 
ning in 1966 and each year thereafter, the Road 
Agent, Full time Maintenance workers and Town 
Hall custodian be given a two weeks vacation, after 
three years service, based on 48 times hourly rate of 
pay. 
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This motion was amended to read,—That two weeks 
notice be given the Board of Selectmen, by individual, 
before start of vacation. On a voice vote this motion, 
as amended, was adopted.

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THE MONROE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


We had a very successful year, fire wise, with only 
4 calls for chimney fires in town. We responded to 
four calls for out-of-town fires. 


We had meetings and drills when the firemen were 
available. Purchases for the year include adapters 
and nozzle to equip the International, for the purpose 
of using the new fire hydrants; new portable gener- 
ator; 150 feet of hose; and other necessities for the 
department. 


There have been fire hydrants installed as far as 
Harland Bedell’s. The chimneys of all who wished 
were checked. Those needing cleaning were cleaned. 

In a recent interview with the State Fire Marshal, 
he cautioned us not to stop our vigil in fire protection 
even though we have had an outstanding fire-free 
record for the past three years. 


To his knowledge, over the years no community has 
escaped too many years before fires start their de- 
struction. Good housekeeping and good maintenance 
in your homes, farms and business has been a real con- 
tributing factor to our outstanding record.

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FIRE RECORD 


Fire records are made by people—those who cause 
fires and those who control them. Your forest fire war- 
den, deputy wardens, fire chief and firemen have, in 
spite of a prolonged drought, made one of the best fire 
control records in recent years. Despite a very dry 
spring, we in New Hampshire working together, have 
substantially reduced our fire incidence (885 in 1965 
to 595 in 1966.) 


This enviable record is largely due to two factors: 


1. A closely coordinated and integrated state-town 
organization jointly carrying out programs of 
forest fire prevention, training and suppression 
with dedicated personnel. 


2. Your appreciation of our forest fire control pro- 
gram and your individual effort in practicing fire 
prevention. 


Statistics show, however, there is room for improve- 
ment. Major problems are still with us; (1) the care- 
less disposal of cigarettes; (2) the householder’s care- 
lessness in burning rubbish; (3) the failure of wood- 
lot owners and contractors to completely extinguish 
their brush burning fires; (4) failure to extinguish 
camp fires; (5) unsupervised children playing with 
matches. 


New Hampshire has 4,339,000 acres of woodland to 
be protected. In 1966 we experienced 595 forest fires 
on this area and restricted acreage burned to 395 
acres—a fine testimonial to the efficiency and dedica- 
tion of the men who make up our forest fire control 
organization. 


1. If you must burn you will need a permit. Permits 
are not issued between 9:00 A.M. and 5:00 P.M. 
except on rainy days. Permits are not needed 
when the ground is covered with snow. To mini- 
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mise risk the best way to dispose of rubbish is at 
your authorized town or municipal dumping 
area. 


2. Be sure all discarded smoking material is out. 
3. Don’t leave a live camp or cooking fire. 
4, Most important — Instruct your children that 
matches are not play things.

Your superintendent’s report this year will be a short 
discussion of local vs state control education in New 
Hampshire and how it affects our area. 


Many taxpayers in New Hampshire feel that the 
local citizenry has complete control over the educa- 
tion of its local youngsters. Nothing could be farther 
from the actual truth. 


In New Hampshire, the State Board of Education 
has control over education as it pertains to teacher 
certification, school curriculum, school building aid, 
state foundation aid and several other areas. But, to be 
as brief as possible, let me discuss the major areas. 


Your superintendent of schools cannot recommend 
for employment to your school board a teacher who 
has not first been certified by the New Hampshire De- 
partment of Education. 


In the area of curriculum each school in the state, 
elementary or secondary, must comply with a set of 
minimum standards as defined by our state consultants. 
Furthermore, we also have a group in the United States 
who would like a national curriculum. 


Before any school district may construct a school 
building in New Hampshire it must submit detailed 
specifications to the state department before approval 
for state building aid will be allocated. 


If a school district complies with the aforementioned 
requirements it can then be considered for state foun- 
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dation aid (state aid as we know it). This aid is ascer- 
tained on a need basis and the general philosophy is to 
attempt to equalize educational opportunities through- 
out the state by giving poorer school districts addition- 
al funds which they otherwise would not be able to 
secure without undue hardship on the local property 
taxpayer. 


In the Granite State, the Department of Education 
has not attempted to foist its philosophy on local dis- 
tricts but has tried to improve educational opportuni- 
ties through mutual determination of local policy. A | 
good example could be the reorganization of school 
districts. Presently, the department has tried to pro- 
vide guidance and leadership in developing regional 
districts but the day is drawing closer where we will 
be told how, where and when we will regionalize or 
state foundation aid will not be forthcoming. 


In Monroe there is more local control of schools than 
in any other district in Supervisory Union +23 be- 
cause the state does not contribute much in the way 
of financial help. But, there are subtle controls which, 
if not carefully scrutinized, might tend to jeopardize 
your independence. 


May I take this opportunity to thank the school 
board, teachers and taxpayers of Monroe for their 
support during the past year.

The Heaf tbe. skin tests were done in grades 1, 4 and 
8. 82 pupils were tested. There were no positive re- 
actions. 


1 pupil was tested at the White Mountain Commun- 
ity Services, Inc., Center. 
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Tetanus and Diphtheria Boosters were offered to all 

pupils in grades 1, 4 and 8. The vaccine was furnished 

by the Department of Health and Dr. Paul Choate gave 

the immunizations at the school. 23 pupils and 1 adult 
received the Tetanus and Diphtheria Boosters. 


All routine vision and screening tests were com- 
pleted and referrals made when necessary. 


Several professional meetings were attended during 
the year. Three conferences were attended at the White 
Mountain Community Services Inc. Center in Littleton. 
The school nurses in this area met with the doctors 
and social workers to discuss problems and possible 
solutions. These meetings were very helpful. We are 
very fortunate to have this facility in the North Coun- 
try 


I want to thank Mr. Mullen, Dr. Choate, Mr. Nye, 
the teachers, parents and pupils for their continued 
interest and cooperation in the school health program.
